COAL FOR JAPANESE FLEET. 

Itis stated thet the machinery imported by 
the Japanese Government for the manufacture 
of coal briquettes has arrived and is now being 
erected, 80 that fromthe middle of March the 
Japanese mincral will suffice for the uses of the 
fleet. The briquettos are said to be as good for 
steam-producing purpeees as Cardiff coal. They 
have been manufactured hitherto at Amakusa 
for use iu private factories, but the quantity 
thua ebtained was very limited. ‘The new 
machinery is in courge of erection at Mine in 
Yamaguchi profecture, where the Government, 
last yoar, acquired a mine. It ia anticipated 
that s.very large saving will be effected by tho 
employment of Japanese fuel for naval purposes.

A CHINESE DESPERADO. 


EXTRADITION APPLIED POR. 
Before Mr. F, A. Hazeland ot tho Police 


Conrt yostorday aftemoon Mr. RB. A. Harding, | 


on behalf of tha ‘Chinese Government, spplicd 
for tho: extradition of Pun Lung Tang aolins 
Pim Wing Nin, whois “wanted” in China to 
answer a charge of armed robbery at Yung Ki 
village on the 23rd Marek, of last your. 

Mr. Harding, in outlining the.cuse, informed 
His Worship that the application was mainly 
brought about. through the influence vrenght to 
boar by Messrs, Showan ‘Tomes aud Uo., Jurdine 
Matheson and Co., Arnhold Karberg and Vo., 
Sioms-cn and Co, and othor Hingkuvg firms 
who had interests in China. These fixms bad 
potitiuned the Vicoroy of Canton, asking him 
fo effect tho arrost cf the defendant and other 
persons connocted with his band. ‘The silk 
factory held up was opened on the morning of 
tho robbery about #ixo'elock, shorily after which 
all tho femaly weavers entered,  Somotime 
lator fifteen. mon entered the factory; fir» of 
them were clothed in soldiers uniforms, whilo 
tho other ten. wore plain ciothes. They wore 
all armed, sowo with revolvers and some with 
rifles. ‘bo remainder of tho band which con- 
sisted of 70 mun all told —romuined outside tho 
factory. 
women into. cornor, and tool charge of 
threo fokis who were on the promisis, ‘They 
took them, also tho goods ix the factory, to 
thoi yoatn which woro lying iv a creok o short 
distance fromthe Wost tiver, Thoy then sailed 
scmo distance down the river landing at a hut 
where the defendant put tho clothing and arm 
seized from tho factory up fer sale amongst bin 
followers, ‘Ihey continued their course, down 
the river and_on Janding, the defendant ordered 
ono of the factory fukis to write to his master 
for certuin zoods, telling him thot if they were 
not fortheoming he would be killed, “As tho 
goods did not come, the robbers hegan ta slarve 
the prisonors. Later o Chineso gunbuat 
appeared dn tho scene and after fighting all 
doy vanquished tho robbers. During thy fight 
the fokis escaped from the but in which they 
wore confined and reached the guntoat, 

Leung Kou gave evidence + roma ‘silk 
twistor in the employ of tho Chung’ Chan 
Silk Foctory at Yung Ki village in the provinco 
of Kwongtaog, On the 23rd March of lust 
year our factory was opened at 6 a.m. by the 
firemon. ‘The weavers’ arrived a3 soon as tho 
doors were opened. About a quarlur of an hour 
afterwards tbore were about. 100° weavers at 
work. Shortly after this fifteen robbers 
ontored, five of tliem’ dre-sed "in soldiers 
uniform. There were thea twelve fokis in 
the shop. Five of tho robbers had revolvers 
and tho romainder had rifl-s. The defendant, 
who was in uniform, was the leader of the gang. 
Ho ordered the robbors to tako threo of us to 
the bank of the river and ship us on boats. 
‘The othor fokis were hidiog in tho factory. 
Tho fomalo weavors were driven by the robbors. 
into. one crowd, ‘firearma covering thom oll the 
time. The defendant said 'o me“ Don't utter a 
sound ; if you do we will kill you,” He then 
ordered hia bsnd to remove the goods— 
consisting of silk, clothing and firearms to the 
vals of $3,000 odd—from the factory. On the 
way to the boat I saw about 5) othor xobvers. 
They went to our fastery to help remove the 
goods, which wore carried down to the river 
und placed on beard the boats. While this was 
going on some of the braves of the village 
opened fire on the robbers, and the robbers 
returned tho fire, We thron fokis wero carried 
off as priconers, At 930 om. we landed 
at Sut Tin Fun, We were takon into a 
honse. Tho defendant was-thera pod sold the 
clothing and firearms. He soted as auctioneer, 
and mombors of his band bought the articles, 
Later on the day we wore taken into a ‘farm. 
house at Lai Man Sha about six 2wiles from the 
factory, where we were confined, On the 29th 
Moroh tho defendant told me to write: a latter 
to my master telling him that in order to 
yarsom us he would have to. pay 38,000, 100 
tasla of prepared opium and 70 pairs of rab- 
ber shoos, Provided theso were not forthcom. 
ing we would be slaughtered. I wrote the letter 
and handed same to defendant, ‘the -ansom 
id not como, so on the 2nd April the defendant 
again interviewed mo, He soid—"Your master 
has not cent the money to ransom you, 50 we'll 
slanghter you now.” I knelt down and asked 
him to have mercy, and to allow further time 
for tho orrival of theransom. He said—“ Very 
well. I will grant yon o fow morc days.” I 
wrote a stoond letter. On the 7th April the, 
military attacked the ptoce, The fighting lasted 
for a day. It was just Jike war. During the 
meow Tescaped to the gunboat which brought

HONGKONG HOUSES. 


In the avnnal eanitary reports just to hand 
it is xtated that the houses now being erected in 
accordance with-the Publio Health and Boild- 
ings Ordinavea No. 1 of 1903 are a great im- 
provement on the existing type of house, 
especially in réspect of that provision which 
permits kitcheus of tevoment houses to extend 
across only half-the width of the house, This 
enables the long narrow living roome—which 
constitute the invariable type of the Chinese 
dwollingin thisColony —tobo adequately lighted 
and veatilated from the back as well as the 
front, and thus o far more sanitary dwelling is 
secured, Under the Ordinuncea certain amount 
of Ir, dulis veen reaumed in xosprot of scaveng- 


ing lanes, its total area being 428 square feot,: 


while in connection with the general resemption 
scheme for the improvement of the . senitary 
| condition of the City, an area of 24,898 squars 
feot has been resumed during tho ycar in one of 
the most overcrowded areas, and the buildings 
are vow being demolished for the purpose of 
forming s wide street through the block.

STRAITS CURRENCY. 


Addrossing the Penang Chamber of Com- 
‘mercr, the Chairman of that institation express- 
ed tho opinion that the Government had boon 
well alvised to depart from time to time from 
the recommondativns of tho Curroncy Commin- 
sion, ospecially in allowing Straits dollars to 
be froely oxported to Sumatra and other places 
with which they have intimate trado relations, 
foy it was obvious that it was only by means of 
encouraging the wide cironlation of these dollars 
_that.the Government could attain a highor rate 
of oxchunge, which presumably they wore 
aiming at. ; i 

Last Aucust the British ond Mexican dollars 
wore demonotised, without, much hardship to 
ho'ders, since ample noticeciwas given, and as a 
yesult nearly all old doUars in Penang and 
Province Well-sley wore exchanged for new 
Srraits dollars ou or bofore the day, appointed. 
‘After that, as it was yenorally known even to 
the poorest classes thst the dollars’ were no 
longer legal tendor, it did not ceom necessary 
to probibit them from coming in freely. he 

Government was approached on the subject, 
but without .yery much success, Althongh 
dollars wexe still coming in from Snmstra sod 
the Sinmore States importers at Penang still 
have to obiain import permits, lie for one 
could not understand why Government should 
not allow.thore dollars to como in withont the 
necessity of obtaining permite, for it seomed to 
him that as thoy wish-d the Straits dollars to 
be tho currency of these places they should not 
put any obalacts in tha way of tho frou egroxs 
of the demonotized dollars. 

Howover, it waa not really a matter of great 
importance for with’a fow unimport nt except- 
ions tho Straits dollurs had alresdy replaced the 
old currency in the neighb uring territories 
where British and Mexican dollars wero formor- 
ly the currency. P 

A notification was published ‘by Government 
prohibiting the oxport of Straits Dollars excopt 
to Siaw, Sumatra, and the Malay States ; suck 
notifications scemod to him to bo a sign of 
wenkness and an indication that Goveroment 
hod not completo faith in their own scheme; 
they -contrasted unfavourably with the action 
of,ihe Indian Government when the mints were 
Glosed to the freo poinago of silver. Then os 
now no restrictions whatever were pat. on 
tho free ox- port or import of rupecs and it is 
4o be hoped that tho notification referred to 
will soon ‘bo rescinded—Straite Timea.

He opposed tho idea that artillery 
was necessary, but this resulted in causing fric- 
tion between him and the commanders of the |- 
fortress artillery. 

“Tam sorry to say that from tho firat Genuriel \ 
Stoasue] proved to baincapablo, Though in full 
command. he nevor visited tho fighting: positious 
during the lifetine of Genoral Kondrachsuko, 
Kondrichonke was not onty the life of the 
defence, but ho pasaessed in a large moasure the 
quality of pescomaker. Hoe intorvened in all 
enses of trouble, and always e'oquently ploaded 
the exuse of the kmperor and {he necessity for 
defonce, and theso he placed above private diff-r- 
enco. His censoless onorgy, patiunce and cour- 
ago won tho confidence of the higher officers of 
both the army and navy, and likewise won the 
confidence of the common golders, Fortunately 
for the defonce, he was able in largo measnre to 
diroct its policy. Xtoossol left much to him, 
and tho éfficors of the navy recoynized in him 
tho one man cupuble of fusing tho discordant 
elements. . ¥ 
_" By day and by night Gouoral Kondrackenko 
visited every purtion of the position, ond 
constantly risked his lif, [He was our inspira- 
tion. No Russian nvood be ashamed of tho 
defenco made by tho garrison whilo. Kond- 
rachenko lived. 

“Tt is diffionlt for 5 Russian officor to talk 
abont.the end. It wus worse than a mistake— 
it was a disgrace. Thx fortress could easily 
havo hold out for another month, as it had food 
and ammunition anMficient for that period, and 
if Kondrachenko had remained olive it would 
have held ont for months longer. In Kond- 
rachonko the gurrison not only lost a loader, 
Dut the one man who had the ability and the 
power, through his tremendous earnestness, to 
control Stoessel. 

“For nearly two weeka it was. known among 
the officers thut Stoossel and his chief. of staif, 
Reiss, who was incompetent, wero preparing’ to 
surrender.. ‘Through Stoessel’s servants the 
soldiers became aware of what was coming, and 
brave os they wore, the knowledge dostroyed 
their enthosinsm. aya! 

“ Ate council of war, held three daya beforo 
capitulation, at which twenty-two of the higher 
officers of the army ond navy wore preaont, 
General Stoossol roprosonted thot if Port 
Arthur should-be taken by assault there would 
be fighting in the streots aud possibly a massrcro. 
He mentioned the womon and obildren of tho 
garrisou, and aid he thought it was the duty 
of the council to avoid such a possibility. 

“ Notwithstanding those representations, only 
threo officera—Chiof. of Stof Reiss. and two 
others—favoured capitulation. -Stoossel’s note 
to General Nogi camo without warning, and 
the word surprise insdequately expresaes our 
condition ufter tho sontiment of the majority of 
the council had heen exprossed, —- 

“ What the officors said and folt, how tho men 
thought and behaved will all be known later; 
but I say now, and I believe that the majority 
of the officers of the garrison will support me, 
that the capitulation of the fortress was o 
disgrace to Russia.”

JAPANESE STUDY OF THE WAR. 


Of “The ‘Russo-Japanese Conflict," 9 new 
book by K. Asnkaws, Ph.D. the Tames says — 

‘This raluablo book deserves to be purchased, 
read with attention, and kept at hand for 
reforence by all those who take an intel’gont 
interest in the crigin.ond issues of the great 
campaign in tho Far East. Thoss who admiro 
indefatigable research, lucidity of expression, 
and breadth of view in tho treatment of con- 
t-mporary history cannot fail to give a favour- 
able recoption to this volumo ;and the fact that 
the anbject is treated with impartiality ands 
very azresshle spirit of moderation will do 
nothing to dolrnct from the reader's plersnro, 
Without wasting offort upon oxor sions into 
more remote history, Mr. Asakawa opens his 
examination wth the yoor 1895 and tho rotro- 
cession of Lian-tung by Japan at the bidding 
of tho thece Powers who combined to doprive 
her of the fruits of her. victory; and ho closes 
his_attractive ond conciso narrative with 
obyervations upon the Korcan-Japiness. treaty 
of February 27 of Jast yenr. Within 
this eventfal period of nine years thor are 
crowded many ovents,- many scenes, ond 
many actors; and in no other period of modern 
history can thore be founda story so involved, 
40 absorbing, and so traly symbolical of all the 
jurring interosts of the world wo live in. It is 
a synthesix of the arts of modora diplomacy 
and a aynopsis of the erafts of atatesmauship, 
whilo it uffords the key-note to the policy, the 
wtrongth, and the weakness of principalities and 
individuals great and small. We cannot fail to 
reragnize that. we urs spectators of a profoundly 
interesting drama, not indeod devoid of touches 
of humour, hut, on the whole, tragical in its 
loading sitnations and still mora tragic in its 
end. ‘fhe author is a safe yuide through, these 
stirring ‘Reenos. Hoa marshalk his facts with 
ordor and akill, supplies overy text and roferoneo 
that wo cin reyuire for tho rofreshing of our 
tomories, and, whils missing nothing of serious 
importance, preserves intact throughout the 
varrative a balanced judgment, a fine sense of 
proportion. and a perfect continuity of idens. 

To remark that Mr, Asakawa presants ua 


to psy in ug many words that o more damning 
indictment of Russian diplomacy has not. as yet 
buen yriven {0 tha world, “Sometimes, indesd, wa 
canalnost find it in us toregret thut the Japinese 
spirit ia so singularly davoid of passion, so 


eminently schoolad to restraint in word and 
deod, (hat it cin allow a record of so many acts 
of sigzual duplicity to pass in roviaw without o 
shade or a slindow of disapproval or conemna- 
tion, Coldly sud judicially, like a surgeon 
disscc'ing a corpse, the author Jaya bore the 
whole pitiful tale of Russian aggression and 
dyceit; but be never loses his enlm, and tho 
celdly criticnl and rearoned line of argument 
which he adopts is more powerfal and more im- 
pressive than a whole volnme of adjectival: 
invective. Only once. and then’ rathor with an 
uir of detachment, does the writer express the 
thoughts which will constantly reour to the 
minds of the majority of bia readers: — 

“The moment o complex diplomatic machinery 
relies upon. aubtorfage for ita - success, ile 
ingenuity wi't bo taxed to the utmost, or 
unity will be indangor. Forit will not be ensy to 
make the entire body of diplomatic agonts speak 
tho same untruths at all places and at all times.”. 

So far os Russia is concornod, Mr. Asakawa is 
not content with the bara record of her diplo- 
mntic doublo-denting, Hoe probes dow for first 
causes, nnd some of his discoveries assume 
addition] importance in viow of tho evidonco of 
popular dissatisfaction given ua by recent events 
within the Russian Empire, : 

Tho author wastes few wards in dispraise of 
the oriontation of Russian foreign policy 
throughout the eventful period of which bo 
troate. On the contrary, he shows quite plainly 
that, in his view. whether in Manchuria, Porsia 
or Asia Minor, Russia is compelled to establish 
an exclusive control, if she can, in order to 
createand maintain Russian markets by artifl- 
cial means, It isimperative, he thinks, for her 
tadisrogard tho intorests of consumers oud tha 
growing industrial clnims of neighbouring 


nations, or to 8de herself ousted by Powers better | . 


equipped or hotter vircumstanced for the raco 
of trade, i He does not cavil at this tendency. but 
accopts if an o nocesrary ow of Russian 
exictence, ond thon—proceeds. to. show how and 
why the interests ‘and rights of others 
graduolly sssamed o position of antagonism to 
this current, and, in The case of Japan, were at 
last compelled to endeavozy to arrest its course. 
He suggests that the real tendency of Russian 
expansion has been torritoria! rather than 
commercial; he considers that this policy has 
boon costly ; and he finds a remarkable incon- 
gruily botween the economics of tha. people 
and tho finance of the Governmont, The strain 
of Russion exponditvre would be, he thinks, 


too great oven for an industrial nation of tho | 


first rank; and-he holds that, whereas Russia 
has becomo npparently richer and more’ powor- 
ful, her pooplo have, in point of fact, steadily 
deteriorated and have become more aud more 
sunk in poverty and discontent, What Russia 
aimed at in Manchurio, and still desires in 
other parts of Asia even Jess forma"ly under 
her control, is 9 close borough for her trade; 
surrounded by tariff walls end protected by 


| subsidics, monopolies, and the like, giving her the 


option. at any moment, of declaring an Asintic 
continental blookadoagainst her political or other 
rivals. What this project entails was well 
exemplified by tho situation in March of last 
year, when Russia declared martial law at Nin- 
chwang.
